3.  The  office  of  the  late  Dominion  Saw  Mill  Com- 
pany, Columbia  Street,  shall  be  the  polling  place  at 
which  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  taken  f<jr 
Ward  No>  2,  and  Hugh  Burr  sliall  be  and  is  hereby 
appointed  Deputy  Retui'ning  Officer  to  take  the  votes 
at  such  place. 

4.  The  City  Hall  slrall  be  tlie  polling  place  at  which, 
the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  taken  for  Ward  No. 
3,  and  Adolphus  Peele  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appointed 
Deputy  Returning  Officer  to  take  the  votes  at  such 
place. 

5.  The  residence  known  as  “ luce  Cottage,”  Colum- 
bia Street,  shall  be  the  place  at  which  the  votes  of  the 
electors  shall  be  taken  for  Ward  No.  4,  and  Geo.  Pit- 
tendrigh  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  to  take  the  votes  at  such  place. 

6.  The  Orange  Hall,  Columbia  Street  (Sapperton), 
shall  be  the  polling  place  at  which  the  votes  of  the 
electors  shall  be  taken  for  Ward  No.  5,  and  A.  E. 
Pittendrigh  shall  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  to  take  the  votes  at  such  place. 

7.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Lulu  Island 
Reserve  Election  Regulation  By  Law,  1890.”
